He 
laid down two principles. He said 
the delegates whose selection he con- 
tested must not vote in the organiza- 


tion of the convention or upon the, charging bribery 


se*tlement of the contest, and made 
it clear that he would resist it, He 
declared that no action of the conven- 
tion based upon the votes of these 
“fraudulently seated delegates would 
be binding upon the republican 


party.” 

Fighting Speech to Fighting Men. 

It was at the Roosevelt rally in the 
auditorium that the ex-president 
made his challenge. He was facing a 
cheering \, throng which jammed the 
huge b Ming as tightly as the fire 
marshal would permit. Present were 
delegates from every part of the 
country, Roosevelt leaders and a host 
of privates in the Roosevelt army. 
They gave the ex- -president a mighty 
welcome. Colonel Roosevelt made a 
fighting speech. His hearers were in 
fighting moods. 

They cheered him on as ge de 
nounced his opponents, and shouted 
to him: 

“Go at them, Teddy!” “Knock out 
the steam roller!” “Hit ‘em again!’ 

Thousands Were Outside. 

Long before Colonel Roosevelt 
reached the auditorium, every seat 
was taken. Outside the building were 
thousands unable to gain admission. 
Two hundred policemen held them 
back. Senator Borah made a speech 
while the crowd was waiting for Colo- 
ne! Roosevelt. His remarks were 
brought to an untimely end when the 
people leaped to their feet with a 
yell: 

“The colonel has come! 

It was nearly four minutes later 
when the uproarious welcome sub- 
sided. The colonel stood on the plat- 
form, waved his hands and smiled. 

The crowd was eager fo cheer. Colo- 
nel Roosevelt was constantly inter- 
rupted during his speech with storms 

of applause. He frequently departed 
from his prepared speech for an ex- 
temporaneous thrust which brought 
the people to their feet, shouting and 
waving the flags which were handed 
to each person on entering the hall. 
He Won't Stand for Cheating. 

“I made my fight square and fair in 
the open and I won,” he’said, “I don't 
intend that my opponents shall cheat 
me out of it.” 

The colonel gave a new definition 
of the national committee. 

» “The national committee,” he ex- 
elaimed. “Who are they? About fifty 
people with the ratio of honesty rang- 
ing from about fourteen to twenty and 
the remaining thirty sure-thing men.” 

Colonel Roosevelt began to call the 
roll .of some of his most prominent 
opponents. At the first name he made 
a groan came from the crowd. The 
next name, the groan became’a roar. 
To preserve peace, the colonel gave up. 
his roll call. He said that his chief 
opponents on the national committen 
were men who had repudiated 
in thei® own states# .

The affidavits were oxeouted by the 
Rev. James W.-Shumpert, A. Buckley, 
delegate, and D. W. Sherred, alternate 
from Mississippi; all are negroes. The 
affidavit of Shumpert charges that 
Banks showed him a big roll of bills 
and asked him how much he would 
want to disregard his instructions for 
Taft and vote for Roosevelt. Shumpert 
said he refused to be bought. 

Buckley’s affidavit set forth § that 
Banks had offered him $300 in install- 
ments of $100 to desert-the Taft forces 
Buckley also refused. 

The affidavit of Sherred charged that 
he had been approached on two sepa- 
rate occasions by Dr. D. B. Rodman, of 
Jackson, Miss., and by Ed Bond, of 
Canton, Miss., and offered money if 
he would use his influence to shift 
Puckley’s vote from Taft to Roosevelt. 

Negro Presiding Elder. 

Shumpert is presiding elder in the 
Meridian, Miss., Methodist Bpiscopal 
church conference and a delegate from 
the first district of Mississippi. The 
essential feature of his affidavit, dated 
today, is as follows: 

“On Thursday, June 13, Charles 
tanks, a delegate from Mississippi, 
cume to where I was staying in Chi- 
cago. He asked everybody to leave 
except me. He bé@gan by asking if I 
had ever seen a thousand-dollar bill. 
He then put hig hand‘in his pocket and 
brought out a big roll of bills. The 
gutside bill was one of the denomina- 
tion of $1,000. It was the first I had 
ever seen. The roll of bills were 
nearly all gold certificates. 

“He then wanted to know how much 
I would ask to go with him and sup- 
port Mr. Roosevelt. I told him that 
I would not be bought; that I had not 
come to Chicago, to sell myself. He 
then said that all, or a majority of the 
delegates were going to Roosevelt, who 
would be nominated and that Mr. 
Roosevelt would make him the referee 
in Mississippi’ in connection with all 
the federal cffices. I repeated that I 
would not be a party to such a trans- 
action and then excused myself.” 


Offered Him $400. 


Buckley's * affidavit says in  sub- 
stance that: 

‘Dr. S. D. Rodman, of Jackson, Miss., 
on June 15, asked him if he would go 
with him for Roosevelt, who surely 
wouli win'and make Buckley and Dr. 
E. E. Howard referee for the fifth con- 
gressional district. Buckley averred 
that Rodman also promised him $300 
or $400, but that he declined to go with 
him.” 

The affidavit continues: 

“Then, on Friday, June 14, Charles 
Banks, of Mound Bayou, Miss., who 
was instfucted by the state convention 
to. vote for Taft, told me Mr. Roose- 
velt would surely win and he did not 
like the.way things were carried on 
in Mississippi and if I would go with 
Roosevelt he would give me $100 cash, 
$100 on the first day of the conven- 
tion and $100 the second day of the 
convention. At the same time Mr. 
Banks pulled out a roll of green-backs 
and said, ‘I have the money and I 
will give you $100 now.,’”

SHE WAS NOT PREPARED 
FUR EXHIBITION FLIGHTS 


But She Attempted One, Nev- 
ertheless, and Fell to 
Her Death—Her Aeroplane 
Struck a Tree at Springfield, 
Ill., and Crushed to the 
Ground. _ 


Springfield, Ilil., June 17.—Mrs. Julia 
Clark, one of the three licensed woman 
aviators in the United States, was kill- 
ed in a fall here this afternoon when 
a tip of a wing on her biplane struck 
a tree and the machine crashed to the 
ground. Admittedly unprepared for 
exhibition flights had contracted 
tu make here Friday and aSturday, the 
young woman was trying out her ma- 
chine in the racetrack enclosure at the 
fair grounds. But few persons watch- 
ed as she glided the machine from the 
ground and started on her spin at a 
low altitude. Whether she‘ lost con- 
trol or whether it was a case of mis- 
taken judgment which caused the ma- 
chine to go close to the tree has not 
been explained. The end of a wing 
struck the tree, the machine toppled 
and crashed to the ground. The young 
woman's skull was fractured and she 
dieq soon after reaching a hospitai 
to which she was rushed in an auto- 
mecbile. 

. Milwaukee Responsible. 

Decisions of Milwaukee authorities 
was partly responsible for Mrs. Clark 
not having any recent practice. She 
had intended making a number of 
flights there several weeks ago, but 
they refused to allow her to go up 
because it was deemed her machine 
was unsafe. It had been a month since 
she had made a flight, but she never- 
theless felt confident in her ability to 
fill her contract here. She had ar- 
ranged for a two weeks’ practice at 
the Chicago field. after her proposed 
flights here Friday and Saturday.

Chicago, June 17.—Twenty-six of 
Georgia's twenty-eight delegates to 
the national convention, including all 
negroes, went on record for Taft at 
the caucus of the delegation today. 
Clark Grier and J. H. Boone, both 
white, served notice they intended to 
disregard their instructions and vote 
for Roosevelt, 

Several of the negro delegates be- 
came so disorderly while Mr. Boone, 
who is postmaster at Hacelhurst, Ga., 
was explaining. why he would vote 
for Roosevelt, that Boone lost his tem- 
per and called the disturbers ‘a 
bunch of infernal scounrels.” The ne- 
groes advanced on Boone, whereupon 
he picked up a chair and lifted. tt 
menacingty into the alr. Peacemak- 
ers intervened and Boone retired from 
the meeting.” Later he returned to 
the hall and apologized to the -chair- 
man, Colonel Walter Johnstan. 


Boone Refused to Apologize.

Chicago, June 17.—At a mass meet-

Mr: Taft is asked to use his in- 
fluence ™ this crisis to prevent such 
action by Mr. Rosewater. It is claim- 
ed by the protestants that “there are 
about seventy-five delegates whose 
seats are seriously in question and 
who are generally regarded as not 
honestly entitled to vote in the con- 
vention. It is urged as contrary to 
justice and to parllamentray law that 
these contested delegates should vote 
on their own cases.

Springfield, Ill., June 17.—Mrs. Julia 
Clark, one of the three licensed woman 
aviators in the United States, was kill- 
ed in a fall here this afternoon when 
a tip of a wing on her biplane struck 
a tree and the machine crashed to the 
ground. Admittedly unprepared for 
exhibition flights she had contracted 
tou make here Friday and aSturday, the 
young woman was trying out her ma- 
chine in the racetrack enclosure at the 
fair grounds. But few persons watch- 
ed as she glided the machine from the 
ground and started on her spin at a 
low altitude. Whether she‘ lost con- 
trol or whether it was a case of mis- 
taken judgment which caused the ma- 
chine to go close to the tree has not 
been explained. The end of a wing 
struck the tree, the machine toppled 
and crashed to the ground. The young 
woman's skull was fractured and she 
dieq soon after reaching a hospitai 
to which she was rushed in an auto- 
mecbile, 

. Milwaukee Responsible. 

Decisions of Milwaukee authorities 
was partly responsible for Mrs. Clark 
not having any recent practice. She 
had intended making a number of 
flights there several weeks ago, but 
they refused to allow her to go up 
because it was deemed her machine

fill her contract here. She had ar- 
ranged for a two weeks’ practice at 
the Chicago field. after her proposed 
flights here Friday and Saturday.

BOONE CALLED NEGROES 
"INFERNAL SCOUNDRELS” 


Twenty-Six of Twenty-Eight 
Georgia Delegates Agree to 
Stand by President Taft. 
Henry Jackson Is Chosen|{ 
National Committeeman to/ 
Succeed Blun. 


Chicago, June 17.—Twenty-six of 
Georgia's twenty-eight delegates to 
the national convention, including all 
negroes, went on record for Taft at 
the caucus of the delegation today. 
Clark Grier and J. H. Boone, both 
white, served notice they intended to 
disregard their instructions and vote 
for Roosevelt. 

Several of the negro delegates be- 
came so disorderly while Mr. Boone, 
who is postmaster at Hacelhurst, Ga., 
was explaining. why he would vote 
for Roosevelt, that Boone lost his tem- 
per and called the disturbers' “a 
bunch of infernal scounrels.” The ne- 
groes advanced on Boone, whereupon 
he picked up a chair and lifted it 
menacingty into the ale. Peacemak- 
ers intervened and Boone retired from 
the meeting.“ Later he returned to 
the hall and apologized to the chair- 
man, Colonel Walter Johnston. 

Boone Refused to Apologize. 

Henry Lincoln Johnson, recognized | 
leader of the twelve’ negroes on the 
delegation, said he thought Mr. Boone 
also owed an apology to those he had 
designated as “scoundrels.” 

‘Boone emphatically declined to apol- 
ogize to them, and again retirea. 

The test of the relative strength of 
Taft and Roosevelt in the delegation. 
came on a resolution that a chairman 
should cast the egation’g entire vote 
as a unit for Taft. Grier and Boone 
alone voted “No.” J, C. Styles, J. E,!

Today was University day at Georgia 
and tne exercises thig morning were 
composed of addresses from represen- 
tatives selected from. the various 
branches of the university system. The 
exerciség were held in the chapel. 

Rosg R. Childs, of Round Oak, rep- 
resented the state college of Agri- 
Culture, of which he this week grad- 
uated. His theme was “The Burden 
on the Farmer.” Miss Constance 
Schley, of Muscogee county, Was the 
representative from the State Normal 
school, a graduate of the 1912 com- 
mencement. Her subject was “The 
Country School of Permanent Influ- 
ence.” Misg Exie Bennett, of Jack- 
son county, spoke for the Georgia 
Normal and Industrial college at Mil- 
ledgeville upon “The Influence of the 
College Woman.” J. §. Milner, of At- 
lanta, ably represented the Georgia 
School of Technology in an oration 
upon “Universal Peace.” Marion Sil- 
ver, of the junior class at the Geor- 
gia Medical college in Augusta, spoke 
on “The Medical College as a Factor 
in Higher Education.”

BEATEN BY HER HUSBAND, 
PRETTY WIFE TELLS JUDGE 
“l NEEDED ALL THAT 1 GOT”

Sometimes the wife-beater is not at 
fault, and sometimes wifie deserves 
more punishment than she gets, ac- 
éarding to a pretty member of the fair 
sex, who, after being beaten often, 
went to the grand jury with her com- 
plaint, and finally came before Judge 
Calhoun, in the city court, to tell her 
story. 

At the time she appealed to the jury 
Mrs. Perry Wilcox, who is a young 
and good-looking brunette of 26 years, 
was peeved with her husband, and 


her story resulted in an indictment 
being issued ‘against him. 

When she came before Judge Cal- 
houn she had exercised the woman's 
prerogative of changing her mind, and 
after freely confessing that she has a 
temper, she proceeded to defend her 
husband, who is a successful contrac- 
tor, 

“Judge, I didn’t realize how bad I 
must have been behaving to Perry 
when I made the comnlaint against 
him,” she asserted. “He is really a 
good husband, only sometimes he gets 
all stirred up when I won't cook his 
meals, and when I go to father’s and 
don’t let him know. 

“He's a good husband. I needed all 
that I got. If he didn’t make me do 
things I wouldn’t love him any more, 
and I tried to make him do too much. ' 
I love him better because: I couldn't 
make him do it. He didn’t beat me 
but three times, and then it didn’t 
really hurt anything but my feelings. 
Besides, when I married him I sald I 
was taking him for better or worse, 
and I'd rather be married than be an 
old maid, anyhow.”

Commerce School Beginnings. 

The trustees authorized the election 
of a professor and an associate pro- 
fessor of applied economics. They will 
be chosen later. Their election will 
be the beginning of the work of the 
coming school of commerce at the unl- 
versity. 

The Brown loan fund 
made its report to the body and ar- 
rangements are made to help from 
this fund forty-three young men in the 
Athens college and sixteen at the N. 
G. A. college at Dahlonega. 

The board will leave the Georgian 
hotel in special cars tomorrow after- 
noon at 2 o'clock to visit the State 
College of Agriculture and will make 
an extensive survey in inspection ol 
the college farm and other property. 

It was authorized by the board that 
water mains—eight-inch and ten-inch 
mains—shal] be laid on the campus 
in accordance with plans made by the 
superintendent of grounds and build- 
ings, Colonel Griggs. 

An extra room was provided for, to 
be used for the chemical laboratory, 
and an extra room also for the phar- 
macy laboratory. 

Will Confer M. A. Degree. 

The first young women to receive 
diplomas and to be conferred the de- 
gree of “Master of Arts” by the uni- 
versity are now completing their first 
year's work in that graduate course in 
the graduate school; Dr. Willis Bocock, 
dean. Miss Mary D. Lyndon, a member 
of the faculty of Lucy Cobb institute, 
and for several years past the coach of 
the Thalians, the dramatic club at the 
university, was the first woman to, 
register for the course, which was only 
last year opened to women through a 
combination of successive summer 
school terms and interim work. There 
are several other ladies taking the 
course, and a number of men-—teachers 
in schools of the state who can easily 
combine the summer school work and 
carry on the winter course in connec- 
tion with their work in the school

The report of the dean of the grad- 
uate school is more interesting this 
year than any previous report has 
been, 
Dr. Soule’s Heport. 

One of the interesting reports given 
to the board of trustees today was 
that of Dr. Andrew J. Soule, president 
of the agricultural college. In part, it 


is as follows: 

The State College of Agriculture 
and the Mechanic Arts continues to 
contribute liberally to the intellectual, 
social and economic development of the 
state, thus fulfilling in some measure 
the three-fold purpose for which it was 
established—namely, the promotion of 
research, efficient instruction in the 
various subjects which properly fall 
within ite province, and the mainte- 
nance of an extension department for 
the dissemination of information of 
fundamental importance to the people 
of the commonwealth. From an admin- 
istrative point of view, the future de- 
velopment of the _ institution would 
seem to depend upon the financial sup- 
port which it is able to secure for the 
expansion of its work. 

Summary of Registration. 


The summary of student registration 
indicates that 412 students received in- 
struction during the year. Of this num- 
ber, 182 were in the College of Science 
and Engineering, and 230 in the College 
of Agriculture. The institution thus 
continues to draw its full share of the 
students attending the university ag a 
whole. One hundred and fifty-six men 
are pursuing degree courses in the col- 
lege of science and engineering. This 
part of the institution continues to 
grow in public favor. Its long estab- 
lishment and favorable consideration 
by the people of the state would seem 
to make further comment at thig time 
unnecessary. 

The growth of the College of Agri- 
culture has been quite marked. Sev- 
en men have applied for the Master's 
degree, eighty-nine for the Bachelor's 
degree and eight for the degree course 
in forestry. In 1908-1909 there were 
sixty-seven men registered in the long 
Odurses in the College of Agriculture 
and 104 in the short courses. In 1911- 
1912, 160 men were in the long courses 
and seventy men in the short. courses. 
Thig shows a complete reversal in at- 
tendance upon these courses, and is 
probably the best indication of the 
serious consideration now beihg given 
to the pursuit of 4cientific agriculture. 
In the five-year period now closing 
since the reorganization of the college 
was undertaken, 1,012 men have been 
undeg instruction. Of this number 196 
were in the long courses and 616 in 
the short courses. A map of the state 
which has been prepared shows that 
the students are unusually well dis- 
tributed, though the larger proportion 
of them come from north of the “fall 
line.” Some of our 
already overcrowded, and a propor- 
tionate increase in 1912-1918 will place 
us In @ rather serious situation, as our 
present facilities and equipment were 


not esigned to accommodate more 
than 00 students.

Scene from “Hiawatha.” 


It is impossible to convey to anyone 
who has not seen “Hiawatha” as pre- 
sented by the Indian players under the 
direction of F, E, Moore one-tenth of 
its wonderful charm. Atlanta has had 
some of th ebest known out-of-door 
Players in their repertoire, but the 
white actor in plays written for the 
theater seem unnatural and forced 
when compareg with the dramatic gim- 
plicity of the red man revealing the 
source of his religious convictions and 
his ethical maxims. 

Abuse has made the attitude.of the 
average that of sullen acce nee of 
injustice, and in the minds of most of 
us he has been the epitome of cruelty 
and treachery or the last word in de- 
generation. One man, the poet Long- 
fellow, caught a glimpse of the rea! 
Indian anq immortalized himself in 
his “Song of Hiawatha,” and another 
man, Frank E, Moore, inspired by his 
knowledge of the Indian and the beau- 
ty of Longfellow's poem, has visualized 
the Indian at his best and highest for 
us in a primitive production that has 
all the grandeur of the Greek tragedy 
and given the world a real American 
drama with real American actofrs. 

Then Comes Wonderland. 

You get on an Inman Park car and 
are whirled .ut from the roar of the 
city to a little park surrounded by 
modern homes. Down a winding path 
under great trees you walk until you 
reach a little lake, on one side of which 
is a crude amphitheater, on the other 
you see wigwams, with campfires send- 
ing wreaths of smoke. The place is

Then cone is conscious of 
strange figures skulking behind the 
trees, creeping through the grass or 
approaching in silent canoes. They 
meet under the red giare of a spot 
light and engage in fierce battle.

and promising them a prophet who 
shall lead them into peaoeful pros- 
perity. They smoke the peace pipe and 
sit around the counsei fire waiting for 
the promised deliverer. The light 
changes to a dim blue, 
Wooing of Wenonah. 

Again the narrator takes 
story, telling of Nokomis, who fell 
from the moon and bore a daughter, 
Wenonah. Of the wooing of Wenonah 
by the West Wind ang the birth of 
Hiawatha. Then light is thrown

Iagoo calls the people, shows them 
that Hiawatha has learned to shoot 
and dance and the people dance around 
him, while Kwasind, the very strong 
man, carries the boy on his shoulder. 
Again darkness until the grown Hia- 
watha appears to tell his grandmother 
that he is going far to westward to 
find his mate. She attempts to dis- 
suade him before he starts for the 
land ef the Dakotas, stopping on the 
way to kill a deer, which he bears on 
his shoulder to the wigwam of the 
ancient arrow’-maker. 

Here he woos Minnehaha ang takes 
her back to his people in a canoe. The 
people Aa him, they dance and sing, 
while Hiawatha goes to prepare for 
his bride. While he is away Pau-Puk- 
Keewis, “full of mischief, full of mal- 
ice,” inveigies old lagoo into a game 
of bow] and counters and soon the | 
village is in an uproar. Back comes 
Hiawatha, upbraids Pau-Puk-Keewis 
and takes his men out into the forest. 
Pau-Puk-Keewis stays behind and 
frightens Minnehaha until Nokomis 
calls the warriors. They rush in and 
Pau-Puk-Keewis flees before their 
wrath. They pursue him ang he runs 
back to the mountain ror refuge. They 
surround him, but Hiawatha saves his 
life and Pau-Puk-Keewils dances the 
dance of penance, 

Famine and the Fever. 


Then comes the famine and fever 
and the death of Minnehaha and her 
burial. The funeral train winds out 
into the forest and she is burieg after 
the custom of her own people, the Da- 
kotas, in a trée 

Hiawatha sings her geatn song from 
the doorway of his lonely wig wam. 
The end is near. lagoo returns telling 
of the wonderful things he has seen. 
Of the great war canoes, the white 
men and their priest and prophet, the 
Black Robe, who preaches Christ. The 
people laugh, but Hiawatha assures 
theih that lagoo speaks the truth; that 
he has seen all in a vision. The Black 
Robe comes, Hiawatha tells Nokomis 
to house him, turns to his people, ap- 
points Pau-Puk-Keewis his vice gerent, 
gets into his canoe and sails away 
into the fiery sunset singing his death 
song. The Black Robe comes from the 
wigwam and leads the people back to 
their new life, ang the play is done. It 
is harg to bring one’s-self back to the 
everyday world after the hour in the 
past, so simple and impelling is the 
acting of the Indians. 


Work of the Narrator. 


A word must be said in praise of the 
work of the narrator, Mr. Pigott. Con- 
cealed from the audience, he carries 
the story, and his voice is so resonant, 
his interpretation so thrilling that one 
is swept along as if by an unseen 
power. Wherever he has appeared he 
has been calleqg America’s best reader, 
which reveals him in a new light to 
his friends in Atlanta, where he has 
been known as a singer of unusual! 
charm, 

And the Uncle Remus Association

PACKING COMBINE 
GOING TO PIECES 


Government Advised That the 
Trust Will Voluntarily 
Dissolve. 


Washington, June 17.—Attorney Gen- 
eral Wickersham was advised today 
that the National Packing Company 
would be voluntarily dissolved hy the 
beef packers by August 1. In view of 
this action Mr. Wickersham announced 
that the government would hold in 
abeyance the civil suit which it pro- 
posed to bring against the company to 
compel its disintegration. 

Mr. Wickersham was notified of the 
“beef trust's” intention to dissolve by 
James A. Fowler, assistant to the at- 
torney general, who returned to Wash- 
ington today from Chicago, where he 
¢ yrred with United States Attorney 
Wilkerson. 

This move follows several govern- 
mental attacks upon the “trust.” The 
house judiciary committee a few days 
ago decided to investigate the indus- 
try. As soon as the packers were ac- 
quitted in their recent trial at Chi- 
cazo of criminal violation of the Sher- 
man law, the attorney general turned 
his attention toward a civil suit for the 
dissolution of the National Packing 
Company through which it was charg- 
ed the packers acted in concert. A 
previous similar suit wag dismissed by 
the government during the pendency 
of the criminal proceedings.’ 

About a month ago Mr. Wickersham 
was informed that the packers propos- 
ed voluntary steps in the nature of 
disintegration. To give the meat in- 
terests time to meet the issue in a 


friendly way, the attorney general ar-| 


rested the filing of the contemplated 
petition in equity. The department of 
justice informed the packing company 
a week ago, however, that it wag time 
to definitely display its intentions. The 
result was today’s announcement.

Hundreds Rush to Shake Hands 
With the Colonel, 


The Work Was So Strenuous 
That the Perspiration Rolled 
From the Colonel’s Face.

Chicago, June 17.—-Colonel Roose- 
velt’s reception to the Roosevelt dels- 
gates and alternates today was hard 
work, even for a lion hunter. . several 
times before the apparently ‘endless 
string of enthusiasts had passed him, 
he cried out: “Not another man; not 
another one.” 

He began.the handshaking with en- 
thusiasm. After a half hour of it, how- 
ever, perspiration was rolling from 
his face, his voice was getting tremu- 
lous and he was skipping over a half 
dosen hands at a time. ; 

It Makes Revolutions. 

Once he flashed out in another in- 
dignant protest: against the action of 
the national committee on the Califor- 
nia contested delegation. 

“That's the kind of action 
makes revolutions,” he exclaimed. 

Three flashlight photos, taken with- 
in 10 feet of Colonel Roosevelt as he 
stood at the head of the line, helped 
to increase his nervousness and make 
the long procession more than his pa- 
tience could endure, 

Finally he declared: “Hold the line 
as it is and I'll pass along it.’”’

THAW DAMAGED | 
‘BY OWN ALIENIST 


Slayer of Stanford White Is 
Making Another Effort 
for Freedom. 


White Plains, N. Y., June 17.—Harry 
K. Thaw’s own alienist, Dr. Roy L. 
Leak, subpoenaed by Thaw’s lawyers 
to aid in his legal fight for freedom, 
assisted the state this afternoon in its 
effort to keep the slayer of Stanford 
White in the Matteawan asylum. Dr. 
Leak, who is second physician at the 
asylum, testified before Justice Keogh 
in the supreme court that, in his opin- 
ion, Thaw was “constitutionally in- 
ferior.” 

“Can he recover from that?” asked 
William T. Jerome, former district at- 
torney of New York, who is attorney 
for the state.-« 

“No.” 

“Are such persons apt to do strange 
things when under stress or under the 
influence of liquor?” 

“They may.” 

“Do they have delusions of persecu- 
tion?” 

“They do.” 

“And when they drink they resort 
acts of violence, do they not?’ 

“In a great many cases.” . 

Dr. H. Ernest Schmidt, an allenist of 
White Plains, and William VanAmee, 
lawyer, of Newburgh, testified that 
they thought Thaw rational. 

Dr. William A. White, an alienist, in 
charge of the United States govern- 
ment hospital at Washington, testified 
that he had examined Thaw on three 
occasions recently, the latest béing last 
Thursday, when he spent three hours 
with him. The witness added that he 
had found no evidences of paranota. 

“Thaw is not insane,” he said, “and 
it would not be unsafe to the com- 
munity to liberate him now.” 

A codicil to Thaw’'s will, 
evening of his marriage to Evelyn 
Nesbit, was shown to Dr. White. 

Asked what he thought of it, 
White said it was rather foolish. 

“Do you regard it as a product of a 
normal tind?’ asked Jerome. 

“A sane mind,” the doctor replied. 

William A. Stone, former governor 
of Pennsylvania, the next witness, said 
he had known Thaw four years, and 
had seen him yesterday. He described 
Thaw’s manner and appearance as 
“perfectly natural.” As to Thaw's 
sanity, Mr. Stone said:

AL FOREIGNERS 


Hoody Threat Made by Leader} 


of Cuban Rebels, 


Antomarchi’s Threat Has 
Caused the Whites to Flee. 
Cuban Forces Are Said to 
Be Chasing Small Bands of 
Rebels. 


Havana, June 17.—General Montea- 
gudo’s forces in Oriente are evidently 
actively engaged in the pursuit of 
small bands into which the followers 
of Generals Ivont and Bstenoz, the in- 
surgent leaders, have now divided. 
Except for reports of small skirmishes 
in which the troops have been suc- 
cessful advices from the scene are 
meager. 


Death For All Foreigners. 

Much interest attaches to the move- 
ments of the negro leader, Antomar- 
chi, who threatens death to all for- 
eigners and destruction to their prop- 
erties and has issued a proclamation 
that he will hang any peace emis- 
saries sent. to him. Antomarchi’s 
whereabouts are uncertain and there 
is no information as to the strength 
of his forces or his ability to carry 
out his threat. 

Rumors which were again current 
today that General Estenoz had. been 
killed appear unfounded, but it is be- 
lieved he is accompanied by only a 
handful of followers and that the 
Cuban troops are in close pursuit. A 
serious problem is now facing’ the 
government—the relief of thousands 
of reconcentrados, who ahe withovt 
food or shelter at Guantanamo, Palmo 
Soriano, Santiago and other = towns. 
Most of these are women and children, 
among whom there is much sickness. 
Army es#urgeons have been ordered to 
give them all assistance possible, and 
the government tis planning relief 
measures until it is possible for the 
refugees to return to their homes. 

Negroes Dispersed. 

A small party of armed negroes ap- 
peared today at Conasi near Matanzas 
and was dispersed by rural guards. One 
negro was killed. There are no signs 
of disorder in any of the _ other 
prinvinces. 

Presidential Secretary Ramirez, in 
reviewing the situation tonight, said: 

“It is absolutely false that the gov- 
ernment is trying to raise a loan on 
account of war expenses. There are 
enough funds in the treasury to meet 
all expenses, which have not been 
great. Colonel Ferrera declared truth- 
fully that he did not go to Washing- 
ton on a financial mission and the 
statement published in the United 
States to that effect is merely a canard 
invented here to hurt the government.” 

The steamship Morro Castle, whi’ 
arrived today, brought two thousand 
rifles and a large quantity of ammu- 
nition. The supplies were dispatched 
tonight by the cruiser Patria, which 
sailed for Santiago. 

ALL wWwttITES HAVE FLED 
TO ESCAPE CUBAN BLACKS 

Washington, June 17.—Although the 

time limit allowed by the Cuban rebel 


leader Julia Antomarchi for all for- 
eigners to abandon their homes in the 
neighborhood of El Cobre expired last 
night, the state department early to- 
day had no report of any attacks. 
American Consul Holaday has report- 
da that most of the territory in ques- 
tion has been depopulated as a result 
of the proclamation, and there is lit- 
tle opportunity for the negro leader 
to execute his threat. The date set 
for the attack upon foreigners coin- 
cides with other movements of the 
same kind which have come to the 
knowledge of the government here, 

However, in view of the fact that the 
Cuban general in command in Oriente 
fias 
guerillas and soldiers in the danger 
zone, while nearly 200 American 
marines are entrenched at E) Cobre 
and vicinity, it is belleved that the 
danger to life at least has been great- 
ly reduced. 

Altogether, while no anxiety is ap- 
parent on the surface of things here, 
it is evident to those on the inside that 
that government is watching the situa- 
tion in Cuba very closely and that 
eVerything is being kept in a state of 
preparedness for the movement of the 
expeditionary force of 5,000 troops 
which was ordered ready several days 


ago. 


BUTCHERS TO COMBAT 
HIGH PRICES OF MEAT 


New York,” June 17.—The trade or- 
ganization, recently formed by 6,000 
kosher butchers in Greater New York 
to combat the increased wholesale 
price of meats, today ordered all its 
members to close their shops tomorrow 
as a spectacular protest against the 
wholesalers’ action. In this way it is 
expected that the meat supply of more 
than 300,000 persons will be cut off 
and thewholeéesale dealers left with an 
immense quantity of meat on their 
hands. 

More than 2,000 kosher butchers will 
be driven out o¢ business by the end 
of June, it is declared, unless the price 
of meat is lowered, Poor persons re- 
fuse to buy at prevailing prices and a 
great many customers who have run 
up bills are refusing to pay them. 

Early yesterday on the lpwer east 
side committees of women went from 
one kosher meat store to another, com- 
pelling the owners to close. In several 
instances dealers were attacked in 
their shops and windows smashed.

THREE-TON AUTO TRUCK 
TOO HEAVY FOR ARMY 


Dubuque, Iowa, June 17.—The three- 
ton automobile truck has proved a 
failure for army use, according to Cap- 
of the United States 
army, who has been experimenting 
with the relative m@rits of trucks and 
mules for carrying provisions and 
camp equipment on the regular army 
“hike” from here to Sparta, Wis, 

“This one and a half ton truck is a 
success,’ he said, “and I believe it 
will replace the mule. But the larger 
trucks must be made lighter before 
they will be available for army use.”

HE KILLS HIMSELF 
TO ESCAPE ARREST 


Pressed by Officers, Kelly, Who 
Murdered Grandmother, 
Takes Poison. 


Jeffersonville, Ind., June 17.—A tragic 
sequel] to the criminal assault and 
murder of Mary Louise Kelly, 73 years 
old, came this afternoon when her 
grandson, George Kelly, aged 20, swal- 
lowed poison as a posse of officers was 
about to capture him in a river bottom 
thicket. He died in a few minutes. 

Stabbed through the neck and badly 
scratched,.the body of the old .woman 
was found in a bed in her humble cot- 
tage two milea from here last mid- 
night. Evidence showed ghe had been 
criminally assaulted and the criminal 
had torn the clothes from her, probably 
after she was dead, laid them on a 
chair and placed the body in bed. Her 
savings, $100, were gone. 

George Kelly lived with his grand- 
mother, as did her son, who discov- 
ered the crime. The former had been 
at the house during the day and could 
not be found after the crime had been 
committed. 

During the night officers picked up 
his trail and hunted him through the 
river bottoms. Several times they 
seemed close to the fugitive but could 
not catch a glimpse of him. Late this 
afternoon one of the men saw him 
and with leveled pistols the possemen 
started after the youth. He plunged 
into a dense thicket. Fearing he 
might fire the officers proceeded care- 
fully and soon stumbled upon the boy’s 
writhing form.’ Afraid he was sham- 
ming and might attack them, the of- 
ficers watched him closely as the 
writhing ceased and he Aled. Still 
Lelieving nothing was the matter with 
their prisoner the officers called a 
coroner before removing the body. He 
wés pronounced dead and the body 
breught here.

sissippi river by confining the flood 
in a narrower channel and 
placing plantation lands between the 
improved levee system and the low 
water banks of the river, now in the 


federal 


adopted artificial channel and thus de- 


stroyinge these lands, 

Owners of lands occupied by the 
levees and dikes and not condemned 
or paid for won by a decision in their 
favor last February in the George F. 
Archer case. By the-Mrs. Mary E. 
Hughes case, decided today, the own- 
ers of lands placed between the levees 
and the river low water bank in the 
adopted artificial channel have won, 
Mrs. Hughes being given a judgment 
for $90,000 as the value of her Timber- 
lake plantation. 

The government, however, won by a 
divided court in the Mattie W. Jack- 
son case, involving the lands located 
between the. improved levee system 
on the west bank and the foothills on 
the east bank, between Vicksburg and 
Baton Rouge. The court divided in 
this Jackson case On conclusions of 
law, although it found values to the 
amount of $127,951 in favorof the lan’ 
owners. <A question left open in this 
case was whether the foothills on the 
east bank have been adopted by the 
government in the place of building 
levees and used as such natural pro- 
tection, which government counsel has 
not denied. All the cases will be ap- 
pealed to the supreme court for hear- 
ing next October.

Smarting Because of Repri- 
mand, She “Doped” Milk 
at Hospital.

Griffin, Ga., June  17.—(Special.)— 
Smarting over a reprimand from the 
superintendent the day before for im- 
proper conduct, Jessie Metzger, a 14- 
year-old girl employed as a servan‘, 
placed poison in a pitcher of fresh 
milk and attempted to poison the em- 
ployees of the Griffin hospital. Sunday 
morning, but, fortunately, the poison 
and no one drank any 
of the milk or was injured. 

One of the nurses tasted the milk 
as she returned from church, and at 
once noticed that it was very bitter 
and that something was wrong. 5he 
informed the superintendent, Mrs. Car- 
ter, who also tasted the milk and dis- 
covered that it contained poison. 

Suspicion at once fell on the young 
girl, who was called in and at first de- 
nied any Knowledge of the poison, but 
afterwards confessed that she placed 
strychnine in the milk as a revenge 
for being reproved for improper us¢ 
of the telephone the day before. The 
milk was tested at a local drug store, 
and it was found that it contained a 
quantity of strychnine.

“My Friends and Fellow Citizens: I 
address you as my fellow republicans 
but 1 also primarily address you as fel- 
low Americans, fellow citizens, for this 


has now become much more than an 
ordinary party fight. The issue is both 


. simpler and larger than that involved 


$n the personality of any man, or than 
that involved in any factional, or in 
a@ny ordinary party contest. We are 
standing for the great fundamental 
rights upon which all successful free 
government must be based. We are 
standing for elementsry decency in pol- 
itics.. We are fighting for honesty 
against naked robbery; and where rob- 
bery is concerned, the all-important 
question is not the identity of the men 
robbed, but the crime itself. 

“As far as Mr. Taft and I are per- 
sonally concerned, it little matters 
what the fate of either may be. But 
with Mr. Taft's acquiescence or by his 
direction, and in his interest, his fel- 
lowers have raised an tssue which is 
all important to this country. It is 
not a partisan issue; it is more than a 
political issue; it is a great moral is- 
sue. If we condone political theft, if 
we do not resent the kinds of wrong 
and injustice that will injuriously af- 
fect the whole nation, not merely our 
democratic form of government, but 
our civilization itself, cannot endurfe.

grateful. We are more fortunate than 
our fathers, in that there is no slight- 
est tinge of sectionalism in the fight 
we are now waging.

tion official, who on election day fai- 
sifies the returns. Yet, the wrong to 
the American people, the damage to 
‘the country, by such action as these 
national cosamitioomen have taken in 
deliberately es trees | to ee ay | and 
overthrow the wil! of the people legiti- 
mately expressed as to their choice 
for president, is infinitely greater than 
the wrong done by the tempted cash- 
ler, or the bribed election officials. 

“It has to me been both a sad and 
a strange thing to see men, hitherto 
esteemed reputable, take part in such 
action and to see it sustained by simi- 
lar men outside. I suppose the expla- 
nation must be found in the fact that 
in the slow, but genera] moral ad- 
vance, certain men lag a little behind 
the rate of progress of the community 
as a whole; and where their own real 
or fancied interests are concerned, 
such men fail to recognize generally 
accepted standards of right and wrong 
until long after they have been recog- 
nized by the majority o¢ their fellows. 

“There was a period when piracy and 
wrecking were esteemed honorable oc- 
cupations, ang long after the com- 
munity as a whole grew to reprehend 
them there were still backward per- 
sons who failed to regard them as im- 
proper. In the same way, as late as 
thirty years ago, there were many 
men in public life who, while thev 
would refuse to receive a bribe, did 
not think it objectionable to give a 
bribe; although now the sentiment in 
the community has grown so strong 
that it is no longer possible to excuse 
the bribe-giver any more than the 
bribe-taker. 

“In the same way, there are still in 
certain parts of this country repre- 
sentatives of a class far from uncom- 
mon a quarter of a century ago, a 
class which regards an election as a 
game without rules in which it Is 
mere a sign of cleverness to swindle 
andcheat. Evidently the majority of the 
men whose actions we complain of on 
the national committee still occupy 
this attitude towarg nominations, al- 
though some of them may have pass- 
ed bevond it, as regards elections. 


“The Beast and the Jungie” Man. 


“But on the committee, and associ- 
ated with the men who assume to be 
respectable, there are certain repre- 
sentatives of Mr. Taft whose presence 
gives us cause to wonder whether 
there are not far worse influences be- 
hind the action of the committee than 
any at which I have guessed. Mr. 
Stevenson, of Colorado, has appeared 
on the committee, now holding the 
proxy of one of Mr. Taft's delegates, 
now that of another. Judge Ben B., 
Lindsay, tn hig book, “The Beast and 
the Jungle,” has given a verv graphic 
account of Mr. Stevenson’s political ac- 
tivities in Denver. I very greatly wish 
that every decent man in this coun- 
try, every plain right-thinking citizen, 
who is in doubt as to what the repre- 
sentatives of Mr. Taft have done on 
the national committee, would ¢read 
this book of Judge Lindsay's. In espe- 
cial, let him study the part in which 
Judge Lindsay refers to Mr. Stevenson 
and then let him think. for’ himself 
just what it means when Mr. Taft and 
his associates accept the help of Mr. 
Stevenson and import him From his 
own state of Colorado to act for other 
states on the national committee, in 
which one of the ablest was engaged 
in the movement to rob the people of 
their right to rule themselves. 

“Our opponents here in Chicage to- 
day have waged such a bitter and un- 
scrupulous fight for the very reason 
that this is no ordinary factional con- 
test. The big’ bosses who contro] the 
national committee represent not 
merely the led captains of mercenary 
politics, but the great crooked finan- 
ciers who stand behing these led cap- 
tains. These political bosses are ob- 
noxious in themselves, but they are 
even more obnoxious becauSe they rep- 
resent privilege in itg most sordid and 
dangerous form. The majority of the 
national committee, in deciding the 
cases before them, have practiced po- 
litical theft in every form, from high- 
way robbery to petit larceny, and 
political theft is as dishonest as, and 
more damaging than ordinary theft. 
There is no law “to reach the offense 
they have committed, but morally 
these offenses are far more serious 
from the standpoint of national in- 
teres? than any of the ordinary com- 
mercial or political offenses which ex- 
pose the perpetrators to be brought 
before the courts of justice. 

“The committeemen responsible for 
such action need to be taught that the 
national committee was created to be 
the servant, and not the master of the 
plain men and women who make up 
the bulk of the republican party. The 
party belongs to the millions of the 
rank and file. It does not belong to 
the handful of politiclans who have 
assumed fraudulently to upset the wil! 
of the rank and file. The action of 
these men is in no sense ‘regular,’ as 
they claim it to be. They in no way 
represent the people; they in no way 
represent the rank and file of the re- 
publican party} and theft and dishon- 
esty cannot give and never shall give 
a title to regularity. 


Throw Out Fraudylent Delegates. 


“One thousand and  seventy-eight 
men are to meet here in convention to 
decide the future of the republican 
party. At least seven out of eight of 
those among them who really repre- 
sent the people are against the nomi- 
nation of Mr. Taft. t is the duty of 
all of them, their first duty, to throw 
out of the convention every man frau- 
Sproner | SPOtee Shere by the national 
committee. fraudulent Taft dele- 
gates whom the national committee 
seated, for instance, from California, 
from Washington, fro Indiana, from 
Kentucky, from Michigan, from ari- 
zona, from Alabama, from Texas, rep- 
resent nothing but the deliberate at- 
tempt by certain discredited bosses to 
upset the free and honest expression 
o¢ the people’s will. , 

“These fraudulent Taft delegates 
were beaten by the voters of Wash- 
‘ington, of California, of Texas, of Ar'- 
zona, Indiana, of Kentucky, and 
then they were seated by the discred- 
ited political bosses, who have them- 
selves been beaten by the people of 
their own states in assachusetts, in 
New Jersey, in Pennsylvania, in West 
Virginia, in nsas, in issour!l— 
Mesers. Crane, Penrose and company— 
were so discredited in the eyes of the 
republicans of their own states that 
they were beaten as delegates to the 
convention, and yet they arrogate to 
themselves the right to seat in the 
convention delegates from the states of 
Washington, California, Arizona, Tex- 
as and the rest have just been beaten 
at the polls! If the convention proves 
false to the cause of the people, if it 
records the will of the bosses, whether 
yet unbeaten, as in New York 
and Colorado, or beaten, as in Massa- 
chusetts and New Jersey, Pennsylva- 
nia and Kansas, it will wreck the re- 
publican party, it will put back the 
cause of deomcracy, it will be false to 
every principle of hon6r and justice. 

It cannot, with honesty or propris- 
ty, stand in any shape or way for the 
action of the national committee, 
neither by accepting that committee's 
nominee for temporary chairman, nor 
bP re an ts sion as to the 
Selewe tiene neeating a contested 

“With Deliberate Dishonesty.”’ 
‘The majority of the national com- 
es eeee has acted. with deliberate dis- 
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is of right the only judge of the quali- 
fications of ite own members. From 
Washington, California, Arizona, Tex- 
as, Kentucky, Indiana, Alabama and 
certain other states the people elected 
certain delegates who are legally and 
morally entitled to sit in the conven- 
tion. The discredited politicians 
making up the majority of the na- 
tional committee with the determina- 
tion to nullify the will of the people 
have substituted for these men cer- 
tain others who have not the slightest 
claim to seats In the convention. 

A minority of the national commit- 
tee composed of honorable men who 
have voted on every case strictly on 
its merit, have in each case protested 
strongly against the action of the 
majority, showing beyond the shadow 
of doubt that the men thrown off the 
temporary roll by the majority are 
entitled to seats by every considera- 
tion of law and morals. 

Nothing But Naked Theft. 

“I have carefully examined the facts 
in these cases myself, and | say to you 
that there is no element of doubt that 
the men in question were honorably 
and lawfully chosen by the people, and 
that the effort of the majority to un- 
seat them represents nothing but 
naked theft, carried on with the sole 
and evil purpose of dishonestly substi- 
tuting the will of the bosses for the 
deliberately expressed judgment of the 
people. 

“It is for the convention itself to de- 
cide these cases: and by the conven- 
tion I mean the lawfully elected mem- 
bers of the convention. he men fraud- 
ulently put on the temporary roll by 
the dishonest action of the majority of 
ithe national committee must not be al- 
lowed to vote on their own cases—and 
to allow the beneficiaries of theft to 
vote on one another's cases is, of 
course, to allow them really to vote on 
thelr own cases. 

“By every consideration of real jus- 
tice, we are entitled to have those of 
whom I speak put on the roll call at 
once. But we do not ask this. Al- 
though we are deprived of our just 
rights when these men are not allowed 
to vote from the beginning, we ask 
merely that neither set of contestants 
be allowed to vote on any question be- 
fore the convention until the members 
of the convention whose seats have not 
been contested shall themselves decide 
which of the contested delegates are 
entitled to membership. 

“I believe that, even with the addi- 
tion of these fraudulently seated dele- 
gates, Mr. Taft's supporters are in a 
substantial minority, and I don’t mere- 
‘ly believe, I know that we have a large 
majority of the legally elected mem- 
bers of the convention. 

“The question involved in the action 
of the national committee ig of vastly 
more importance than my nomination 
or the nomination of any man. The 
whole system of the corrupt alliance 
between crooked business and crooked 
politics {s at stake in the making up 
of this temporary roll; it has been 
made up crookKedly by the majority of 
the national committee, with the pur- 
pose of perpetuating the rule of the 
corrupt political boss, even when the 
people have declared against him. 

“If these methods were allowed to 
prevail, the republican party would 
come to an end: for it would cease to 
be the party of the people. It would 
pass under the control] of an oligarchy 
of the representatives of privilege, and 
no method of overthrowing that con- 
tro] would remain available to the peo- 
ple. If this action by the majority of 
the national committee is allowed to 
stand, primaries are a farce and elec- 
tion the idle exercise of a uselesa priv- 
llege. 

Refuse to Stand for Theft. 


“We refuse to recognize or abide by 
this theft of the rights of the people 
by the national committee. It ig the 
duty of ail honest members of the con- 
vention to fight that action from the 
moment the convention assembles. 

“The man nominated by the ‘ational 
committee as temporary c..airman, 
whoever he may be, must, under the 
circumstances, be considered as merely 
an instrument chosen by them to put 
in effect their purposes. If such. a 
man is willing to accept an election 
by the aid of those fraudulently a2- 
lected delegates, he becomes the rep- 
resentative of forces which no honor- 
able man can afford to see triumph. 
The big, evil politicians derive che 
major part of their strength from the 
fact that In any crisis a number of 
respectable men, although they oppose 
the evil, do it feebly and dare not 
carry the fight to the end. We who 
are in this fight are not feeble and we 
intend to carry the fight to the end. 

“We ask that, before the convention 
proceeds to organize, the groups of 
contested delegates stand aside an‘ 
allow their title to be passed upon 
by the remaining uncontested dela- 
gates. We will abide by the decision 
of any honest and !mpartial tribuns,! 
in this manner, but we will not per- 
mit the fraudulently seated delegates 
to sit as judges on their own cases. 

“We rest our case not only upon 
the voters, but before the American 
people, upon the proposition, first, that 
the national committee cannot defeat 
the wishes of the rank and file of the 
republican voters by upseating dele- 
gates honestly elected, and, second, 
that those who are dishonestly sub- 
stituted for them by the nationa] com- 
mittee must not be permitted to vote 
on their own cases and to be the bhene- 
ficiaries of fraud committed in their 
own behalf. 

ere never has been a clearer 
line-up than this between the 
plain people of the country on the one 
side, and on the other the powers 
that prey, the representatives of spe- 
cial privilege in the world of business 
and their tools and instruments in 
the world of politics. There can be no 
compromise in such a contest. It is 
natural that the representatives of 
special privilege, who know that spe- 
cial privilege cannot continue {f the 
people really rule, should resort un- 
blushingly to every kind of trickery 
and dishonesty in order to perpetuate 
their hold upon the party, and shouli 
be eager, callously, to destroy the 
party if necessary to prevent its being 
controHed by its rank and file. 

Naked Issue of Right and Wrong. 

“But for this very reason we feel 
we have a right solemnly to appeal 
to all honest mento stand with us 
on what has now become a naked issue 
of right and wrong. There can be no 

lelding, no flinching on our part. We 

ave the people behind us overwhelm- 
ingly. é have justice and honesty 
on our side. We are warring against 
bogsism, against privilege, social and 
industrial; we are warring for the ela- 
mental virtues of honesty and decency 
of fair dealing as between man and 
man; we are warring to save the re- 
ublican party, and the only reward 
or which we ask is to put our party 
in such shape that it shall be of the 
highest possible’ service to the peopls 
of the nited States. Now, let us 
consider what this fight has been for 

“The issue has be@n sharply drawn, 
not merely by the words of Mr. Taft 
or myself, and of our supporters, but 
by our several actions. I have stovud 
for the right of the people to rule 
and for their duty, so to rule, as io 
work for moral, political and indus- 
trial justice. Mr. Taft has no less ex- 
plicitly stood for a government of the 
people, by what he calls a represent- 
ative part’ of the people; and while 
he has, of course, stated in perfunctory 
that hé favors industrial jus- 


from Maine to California. and it is 
impossible to doubt that they give an 
accurate measure of what the vote in 
all the republican states would be if 
the people had been allowed a chance 
to vote. But Mr. Taft's representa- 
tives, wherever possible, prevemted the 
adoption of a primary law. Thev pre- 
vented it {n Michigan, for instance; 
they prevented {t in Montana. With- 
out question Montana and Michigan 
would have gone for us at least as 
strongly as Tllinois and Oregon had 
there been a primary law. Before the 
people of either state, Mr. Taft did 
not stand the chance to get a single 
delegates. His led captains recog- 
nized this fact and prevented the peo- 
ple from voting; he and they distrust- 
ed the people with reason; and, with 
equal reason, they trusted the profes- 
sional politicians; and in Montana and 
Michigan Mr. Taft won delegates to 
the snickering delight of everv friend 
of privilege and bossism tn the land. 
whose relish ts puciliarly keen tn gsec- 
ing delegates won against the will of 
the people. 


The People 


“These republican 
cast over two-thirds of the republican 
vote in the electoral college. In them 
the people spoke, They went over- 
whelmingly for me, and still more 
overwhelmingly against Mr. Taft. In 
the other states that went republican 
eight years ago, no primaries were 
held, and tn all but one the politicians 
had nearly complete sway. In these 
states Mr. Taft secured 176 votes. 1 
secured 40, Mr. Cummins 10. Of the 
republican states, therefore, I received 
the overwhelming majority of the del- 
egwgates wherever the people could ex- 
press themselves, and taking these 
states all told, In spite of Mr. Taft's 
triumphs in the states where there 
were no real primaries, I received 435 
delegates (including those which the 
national] committee has stolen), as 
against the 243 for Mr. Taft, the 36 for 
Mr. La Follette and the 19 for Mr. 
Cummins. To put it tn another way— 
I squarely carried 21 of the old repub- 
lican states and these states cast 263 
votes in the electoral college—within 
three of a majority of the total elec- 
toral vote. Mr. Taft carried enough 
States (where there were no prima- 
ries) to give him 82 electoral votes; 
Mr. La Follette carried two states with 
18 electoral votes; Mr. Taft and Mr. 
Cummins divided one state with 13 
votes. 

“There remain states 
though democratic at the last elec- 
tion, contain a genuine republican 
party—-states like North Carolina and 
Oklahoma—where there were prima- 
ries and where I carried every dele- 
gate except three. It thus appears tnat 
in the republican states Mr. Taft was 
beaten two to one, and that In the 
republican states which held prima- 
ries where the people could express 
their desires, he was beaten by over 
seven to one. 

“IT call your attention to one signifi- 
cant feature in the attitude of the Taft 
papers in chronicling Mr. Taft's vic- 
tories and defeats. Whenever their 
headlines announced a defeat for Mr. 
Taft, it meant that there had been a 
vote by the people themselves in a 
primarv state. Whenever, during the 
last ten days, they have announced a 
victory for Mr. Taft, it has meant that 
Mr. Taft's representatives in the na- 
tional committee have thrown out deg 
egates elected by the people at 
large to represent them, 


Taft and the Bosses. 


“My victories have been won before 
the people and by the people; Mr. 
Taft’s have been won by. the bosses 
and by the representatives of special 
privilege, by the national committee 
and by boss-controlled conventions of 
machine politicians. I carried Wash- 
ington at the polls; he carried it be- 
fore the national committtee. He never 
has had and has not now a chance 
with the people, and I have just as 
little chance wherever the crooked 
type of politician has power. If I am 
nominated it will be because when- 
ever they have had a chance, the ver- 
dict of the people, expressed in mil- 
lions of votes, has been ovef two to 
one in my favor. If Mr. Taft were 
nominated it would mean the ruin of 
the republican party, for the roll call 
of his delegates as prepared by the 
national committtee consists, first. of 
delegates from states that never cast 
a republican electoral vote: second, of 
boss-controlled delegates from stats 
where the republican voters were not 
allowed to express their preference; 
third, of delegates stolen from me, 
and, fourth, and least in importance, 
of the delegates given him by the peo- 
ple—the last, who are the only dele- 
gutes to whom he has any claim in 
right or morals, representing but one- 
eighth of his strength, the other 
seven-elghths representing the un- 
scrupulous use of patronage in the 
south, the unscrupulous tactics of un- 
Principled machine politicians in the 
north and the naked thefts of the na- 
tional committee. 

“Let me give you two striking il- 
lustrations of how Mr. Taft's theory 
of government of the people by a ‘rep- 
resentative part’ of the people actual- 
ly turns out to be in practice. In 
Ohio, a primary was held for the dis- 
trict delegates; but the Taft mana- 
gers, who had contro! of the state cen- 
tral committee, refused our request 
that there should also be a primary 
for the delegates at large, At the 
primary I beat Mr. Taft by 47,000, in 
a vote which was about eighty per 
cent of that polled at the last election 
for governor; it was an overwhelm- 
ing repudiation of Mr, Taft by the 
plain people, by the rank and file of 
the republican party of Ohio. But this 
did not affect the state convention. 

“Mr, Taft was not above sending an 
appeal to his leaders in the state con- 
vention, begging them to give him the 
vote anyhow, in spite of the way in 
which Pe haq@ been repudiated at the 
polls. In that convention the county 
in which the city of Cleveland stands 
had some fifty delegates. That county 
had gone against Mr. Taft about 3 to 1. 
He had even run behind Mr. La Fol- 
lette. His repudiation by the people of 
the county had been so complete that 
it is to me lfterally itncomprehensi- 
ble how any man with any pretensions 
ts honorable feeling could fall to ac- 
cept the verdict. But Mr. Taft’s lieu- 
tenants, headed by Senator Burton, 
undertook to steal from the people 
their right to deliver what verdict 
they chose. Their task was no more 
reputable than any form of burglary 
and was far more damaging to the 
community than burglary. They were 
successful. They succeeded in getting 
from the city of Cleveland, which had 
repudiated Mr. Taft 3 to 1 at the 
polis, a delegation of politicians which 
was 10 to 1 In his favor. 

“This delegation turned the gcale at 
the state convention and earned Mr. 
Taft's effusive gratitude by stealing 
for him from the people of Ohio the 
six delegates-at-largre. He was not 
entitled to those del« gates. The peo- 
ple of Ohio, who were defrauded in 
his interest, were entitled to them. 
The people were cheated out of their 
rights because they were misrepre- 
sented by the convention. Mr. Taft 
asked the Ohia state convention to 
misrepresent the people and it did 
misrepresent the pooiss Mr. Taft need 
never again explain what he means 
by government of the people by a 
‘representative part of the people.’ He 
has shown in actual practice that hei f 
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“It is not to be wondered at that our 
opponents have been very bitter; for 
the line-up in this crisis 
cuts deep to the foundations of gov- 
Our democracy 
to a vital test, for the conflict is be- 
tween human rights on the one side and 
on the other special privilege asserted 
as a property right. 


The Parting of the Ways. 
“The parting of the ways has come. } 
republican party must definitely 
stand on one side or the other. 
must stand, by deeds, and not merely 
phrases for the rights of 
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mean that they 
even a majority of them, iInflenced by 
improper motives any more than I 
would say the same thing of the men 
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or indirectly control the majority of 
the great daily newspapers 
against us. 
host of honest citizens who, because 
the channels of their information are 
choked, misunderstand 
end believe that in opposing us they 
are opposing disturbers of the peace. 
In addition these are the men who 
now, as in every age, are intellectual. 
ly and temperamentally 
gonsenting to progress and who wor- 
ship at the shrine of the sanctity of 
property even though that property be 
illicitly acquired and used to the detri. 
ment of the community. 
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“Tt has been a matter of concern to 


me to see how bitter and irrational has 
among a 


been the opposition to us, 
very large proportion of these men, 
the men- who are to be found in the 
most noted clubs, in the centers of big 
business and in the places especially 
resorted to by those whose chief de- 
sires are for ease and pleasure. 

“We have with us a small percentage 
of the heads of great corporations and 
of great corporation lawyers, includ- 
ing, I believe, almost every man of 
either class sufficiently high-minded 
and far-sighted to see that in the long 
run privilege spelis destruction, not 
only to the class harmed by it, but to 
the class possessing it. We welcome 
the presence of these men. Every hon- 
est man, whatever his fortune, should 
be our ally. The great majority of 
capitalists, however, and of the big 
corporation lawyers so intimately con- 
nected with them, are naturally hostile 
to us. Their hostility did not surprise 
me. The men who are most benefited 
by privilege, unless the are exccp- 
tionally disinterested and far-sighted, 
cannot be epected to feel friendly 
toward those who assail privilege. 
But associated with them are many 
men whose selfish interest in privilege 
is far less obvious. 

“T genuinely regret that we have had 
with us so small a percentage of the 
men for whom life has been easy, who 
belong to or are intimately associated 
with the leisured and money classes; 
so small a proportion of the class 
which furnished the bulk of the mem- 
bership in the larger social business 
and professional clubs, and which sup- 
plies the majority of the heads of our 
great educational institutions and of 
the men, generally, who take the lead 
in upholding the cause of virtue when 
only the minor moralities and the ele- 
gancies of life are at issue. 

For the Rights of Humanity. 

“My concern and regret over their 
action are not primarily for our sake, 
but for the sake of the people. My 
concern and regret are primarily for 
these men themselves. They could do 
us good by joining with us, for it is 
earnestly to be wished that this move- 
ment for social justice shall number 
among its leaders at least a goodly 
proportion of men whose leadership is 
obviously disinterested, who will them- 
selves receive no material benefit from 
the changes which, as a matter of 
justice, they advocate. Yet, the good 
to the people would be small compared 
to the gsxood which these men would 
do to their own class by casting in 
their lot with us as we battle for the 
rights of humanity, as we battle for 
« ja] and industrial justice, as we 
cuampion the cause of those who most 
need champions and for whom cham- 
pions have been too few. I have been 
puzzled at the attitude of the men in 


question. 


nation this year, these papers, one and 
all, turned republican to the extent of 
becoming my furious opponents and 
the furious champions of Mr. Taft. 
There ig an element of pure comedy 
in reading in these papers continual 
lamentations about the Hkelihood of 
my candidacy breaking up the repub- 
lican party. They themselves did all 
they could to beat the republican party 
when they though they could elect Mr. 
Parker. ow these papers would eag- 
erly champion the republican party if 
they could keep Mr. Taft as its*nomi- 
nee for president. In the past they 
have not concealed their contempt for 
Mr. Taft, and none of them regard him 
in any way as a leader. 


As Old as History. 


“The difference between. us and our 
present day opponents is as old as 
civilized history. In every great crisis 
of the kind we face today we find ar- 
rayed on one side the men who, with 
fervor and broad sympathy and lofty 
idealism and for the forward move- 
ment, the men who stand for the up- 
lift and betterment of mankind and 
who have faith In the people; and over 
against them the men of restricted 
vision and contracted sympathy, whose 
souls are not stirred by the wrongs 
of others. Side by side with the lat- 
ter appear the other men who lack 
all intensity of conviction, who care 
for the pleasure of the day; and also 
those other men who distrust the ped- 
ple, who, ff dishonest. wish to keep 
the people helpless so as to exploit 
them, and who, if honest, so disbelieve 
in the power of the people to bring 
about wholesome reform that every 
appeal to popular conseience and popu- 
lar injustice fills them with an angry 
terror. According to their own lights, 
these men are often very respectable, 
very worthy. But they live on a plane 
of low ideals; in the atmosphere they 
create imposters flourish and leader- 
ship comes to be though; of only as 
success in.making money and the vig- 
ion of heaven becomes a sordid vision 
and all that is highest and pures; in 
human nature is laughed at and hon- 
esty is bought and sold in the market 
place. 

“Opposed undyingly to these men 
are the men of faith and vision, the 
men in whom love of righteousness 
burns like a flaming fire, who spurn 
lives of sof; and selfish ease, of sloth- 
ful self-indulgence, who scorn to think 
only of pleasure for themselves, who 
fee] for and believe in their fellows, 
whose high fealty is reserved for all 
that is good, that is just, that is hon- 
orable. By their very nature these 
men are bound to battle fo rthe truth 
and the right. They don’t address 
themselves only to the cultured and 
the exclusive few. They prize charac- 
ter even more than intellect. They 
know well that conscience is not the 
privilege merely of men of wealth and 
cultivation and they make their ap- 
peal to all men alike in the name of 
the great fundamental qualities and 
qualities that every man should have, 
the qualities of generosity and unself- 
ishness, of fearless honesty and high 
courage. 
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“We who war against privilege pay 
heed to no outworn system of philoso- 
phy. We demand of our leaders to- 
day understanding of and sympathy 
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Period of Change on Us. 


“A pertod of change is upon us. Our 
opponents, the men of reaction, ask 
to stand still. But we could not 


go forward or go vackward. Never was 
the need more imperative than now 


try, and by speech or silence they now for men of vision who are also men 


encourage or condone the efforts of{ of action. 


our opponents to steal from the people 
the victory they have won and to sub- 
stitute boss rule for popular rule. 
Some of these men have in the past as- 
sumed to be teachers of their fellow 
men in political matters. Never again 
can they speak in favor of a high ideal 
of honesty and decency in political life 
or of the duty to oppose political cor- 
ruption and business wrongdoing, for 
to do so would expose them to the de- 
rision of all who abhor hypocrisy and 
who condemn fine words that are not 
translated into honorable deeds. 
“Apparently these men are influ- 
enced by the class consciousness which 
I had not supposed existed in any such 
strength. They live softly. Circum- 
stances for which they are nat re- 
sponsible have removed their lives from 
the fears and anxieties of the ordinary 
men who toil. When a movement is 
undertaken to make life a little easier, 
a little better, for the ordinary man, 
to give him a better chance, these men 
of soft life seem cast into panic lest 
something that is not rightly theirs 
may be taken from them. In unmanly 
fear they stand against all change, no 
matter how urgent such change may 
be. They not only come far short of 
their duty when they thus act, but 
they show a lamentabte short-sighted- 
ness. ¢ 


The Inheritance Worth While. 

“In this country of ours, no man-can 
permanently leave to his deseendants 
the right to live softly, and if he could 
leave such a right, it would, in the end, 
prove to be a right not worth having. 
The inheritance really worth while 
which we can transmit to our children 
and to our children’s children is the 
ability to do work that counts, not the 
means of avoiding work; the ability 
for efficient effort, not the opportunity 
for the slothfu] avoidance of al! effort. 
The leaders in the fight for industrial 
and social justice today should be the 
men to whom much has been given and 
from whom we have a right to expect 
in return much of honesty and of cour- 
age, much of disinterested and valor- 
ous effort for the common good. The 
multi-millionaire who oppgses us is the 
worst foe of his own children and chil- 
dren's children and, little though he 
knows it, we are the benefactors when 
we strive to make this country one in 
which justice shall prevail; for it is 
they themselves who would, tn the end, 
suffer most if, in this country, we per- 
mitted the average man gradually to 
grow to fell that fair play was denied 
him; that justice was denied to the 
many and privilege accorded to the 

ew. 

“We who in this contest are fighting 
for the rights of the plain people, we 
who are fighting for the right of the 
people to rule themeelves, need offer 
no better proof of the fact that we 
are fighting for al! citizens, no matter 
what their politics, than that which 
is afforded by the action of that por- 
tion of the press which is controlled 
by privilemwe by the great special in- 
terests in business. Newspapers of 
this type are found in every part of 
the country—in San Francisco, in Cin- 
cinnati, in Chicago and St. Louis, in 
Boston and Philadelphia. But they are 
strongest in New York. Some of these 
newspapers are nominally democratic, 
some nominally republican, some nomi- 
ally independent. But, tn reality, they 
are true only to the real or fancied 
interests of the great capitalist class, 
by certain of whose members they are 
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Disaster is ahead of us, if 
we trus; to the leadership of men 
whose souls are seared and whose eyes 
are blinded, men of cold heart and 
narrow mind, who believe we can find 
safety in dulj timidity and dul] in- 
action. The unrest cannot be quieted 
by ingenuoug trickery of those who 
profess to advance by merely marking 
time, or who seek to drown the cry 
for justice by loud and insincere cla+ 
mor about issues that are false and 
issues that are dead. The trumpets 
sound the advance and their appeal 
cannot be drowned by repeating the 
war cries of by-gone battles, the vic- 
tory shouts of vanished hosts. Here 
in thig city of the state of Lincoln, I 
can set forth the principles for which 
we stand today in the words which 
Lincoln usec (fifty-four years ago 
when, in speuking of the then phase 
of the eterna] struggle between privil- 
ege and justice, Setween the rights of 
the Many and the speciaj interest of 
the few, he said: 

“*That is the real issue. That is the 
issue which will continue In this coun- 
try when these poor tongues of Judge 
Douglas and myself shall be silent. It 
is the eterna! struggle between two 
principles—right and wrong—through- 
out the world. They are the two prin- 
ciples that have stood face to face 
from the beginning of time. The one 
is the common right of humanity, the 
other*the divine right of kings. It Is 
the same principle in whatever shape 
it develops itself. It is the same spirit 
that says: “You to it, and work and 
earn bread, and I wil] eat it.” No mat- 
ter tn what ehape it comes, whether 
from the mouth of a king. who be- 
strides the people of his own nation 
and lives from the fruit of their labor, 
or from one race of men as an apolo- 
gy for enslaving another race, it is the 
same tyrannica] principle.’ 

“Were Lincoln alive today he would 
add that i; ig also the same principle 
which is now at stake when we fight 
on behalf of the many against the op- 
pressor in modern industry, whether 
the abuse of specia} privilege be by a 
man whose wealth is great or is little, 
whether by the multimillionaire owner 
of railways and mines and factories, 
who forgets his duties to those who 
earn his bread while earning their 
own, or by thé owners of the foul lit- 
tle sweatshop, who coin dollars from 
the excessive and underpaid labor of 
haggard women. We who stand for 
the cause of progress are fighting to 
make this country a better place te 
live in for those who nave been harsh- 
ly treated by fate; and if we succeed 
it wil, also really be a better place 
for those who are already wel] off. 
None of us can really prosper perma- 
nently if masses of our fellows are de- 
based and degraded, if they are ground 
down and foreed to live starved and 
sordid lives, so thet their souls are 
crippled like their bodies and the fine 
edge of their every feeling biunted. 
We ask that those of our ple. to 
whem fate has been kind shall remem- 
ber that each ia. his brother's; keeper 
and that all of us whose velus thrill 
with abounding vigor shall feel our 
obligations to the less fort te who 
work wearily beside us in the strain 
and stress of our eager modern life.

Both Sides Plainly Nervous, 

On the eve of the convention hoth 
sides plainly were nervous. 
difficult enough for them to reach 
any sort of conclusion as to how the 
delegates finally would line up on 
the nomination and next to impossible 
to determine just what delegates could 
be depended upon to put through th> 
preliminary program Some of the 
delegates instgucted for Colonel Roose- 
velt, it was known. would rot support 
all of the moves made by his steering 
committee on the convention floor, 
while it appeared equally true that 
many of the delegates instructed for 
Taft did not feel obligated to support 
his managers on any other question. 
The facts threw an element of doubt 
into the situation and gave to every 
prospective move in the convention an 
uncertainty unknown in recent years 
in the republican party. The Roosevelt 
Plan tonight stood fully revealed and 
Dut slightly changed from the tenta- 
tive program approved last night. It 
is to force a roll call at the earliest 
opportunity on the proposition to 
“purge” the convention of the dele- 
gates “fraudulently seated by the na- 
tional committee.” Failing in this 
Mr. Roosevelt's people will submit to 
a temporary organization and _ then 
carry their fight before the commit- 
tee Om credentials, demanding that 
each case passed upon by the national 
committee be reheard. 

To Take Contest to Floor. 

If defeated in this committee it is 
the Roosevelt plan to take the con- 
tests to the floor of the conventiun 
and there to demand a further hear- 
ing on each case. 

This plan carried with it a threat 
to delay action in the credentials com- 
mittee and in the convention for sey- 
eral days, throwing the final sessions 
oft he convention into next week or 
later. 

The Taft managers declared that they 
were not alarmed by this plan of cam- 
paign. They asserted they would con- 
trol the committee on credentials and 
that the committee would make rules 
which would cut off long debates and 
bring the hearings on the contested 
cases to an early close. The commit- 
tee, it was said, would throw out of 
consideration all contests in which the 
vote of the national committee had 
been unanimous or nearly so. 

The suggestion that these tactics 
might savor of the “steam = roller” 
brought only a shrug of the shoulders. 

It was explained that the convention 
must proceed expeditiously and ac- 
cording to custom.

Senator Stone said that, while he 
believed that nine out of ten democrats 
were for the abrogation of the two- 
thirds rule for nomination, he did not 
believe that there would be an action 
taken toward its abolishment at this 
convention.

Bad As Painted, 


“Commission Will Not Do 
Anything . Drastic, But Is 
Going to Work In Business 

‘ Like Manner,” Says. the 
Chairman. 


The members of the newly organ- 
ized vice commission, on the first tour 
of inspection last night, visited 
houses in Manhattan avenue and in 
Decatur streets. The commissioners, 
accompanied by Chief J. L. Beavers, of 
the police department, visited every 
house in Mahattan avenue, and found 
that a majority of the places were well 
conducted and conditions in general 
'not half as bad as pictured, and 
nearly as shameful as in some cities 
of half the size of Atlanta. 

The commission will probably not rec- 
ommend, in its report, that the re- 
sorts in Manhattan avenue be closed 
up. A positive statement to this ef- 
fect was not made by any member of 
the commission, but several intimated 
that they were in favor of having the 
houses put under more drastic police 
supervision. The dance hall features, 
sale of refreshments, and other thinés 
which are calculated to attract men 
to such places, will probably ove 
touched on in the report with a rec- 
ommendation for absolute elimination 

Not So Bad as Painted. 

“The conditions in the district are 
so as bad as the sensational reports 
picture them,” said Chairman Joseph \. 
McCord. “While it is true that there 
are more houses in Atlanta now than 
possibly five years ago, still it must 
be taken into consideration that the 
city is increasing in population every 
year, and this increase has caused 
more banks to open, more manufac- 
tories to come here, and naturally 
there has been an increase in the num- 
ber of prostitutes and houses. 

“The commission has a hard prob- 
lem to solve, and it intends to go at 
it in a businesslike manner. The com- 
mission is not going to do anything 
drastic. Al] its tnvestigations and re- 
ports will be based on thorough re- 
search and probe into actual condi- 
tions.” 

The commission will hold a meeting 
in one of the committee rooms of the 
city council, Tuesday afternoon. The 
meeting will be open and matters 
which the commission has undertaken 
to regulate will be discussed. The 
commission will probably go over the 
conditions as it found on its inspec- 
tion. last night, and will probably 
adopt a report which will be put into 
the report which is to be made to 
the mayor and council at a hater iate. 

How to Cope With Vice. 

The salient question before the com- 
mission, and the one which is expect- 
ed to take up considerable time is 
| how it can cope with the spread of 
vice and diminish it. One feature of 
the investigation made last night was 
(to learn the percentage of young giris 
who are leading lives of shame in 
open houses. In only*two houses were 
the zommissfone§s able to find giris 
20 years of age, and 
i not in a single house visited could 
they find an inmate who had been 
/ born in Atlanta or who started in the 
life in this city. 

A very small percentage of the wo- 
men declared thay they were in the 
life by preference. Those who said 
} they were driven there by poverty 
were in the minority. A large num- 
ber of the women questioned said that 
they were in the houses to hide their 
shame. Some said they were neglect- 
ed wives and daughters, and that they 
had fallen in houses which Were for- 
eign to the segregated district. One 
gir) told the commissioners that she 
had been working in a nearby city up 
to two weeks ago for $30 a month, and 
took to the life because she had sin- 
ned before, and could not earn enough 
money in decency to live. Another girl 
told the commissioners that she entet- 
ed the life a little more than two 
months ago in another city, and came 
here of her own volition. 

“The conditions in Atlanta are far 
better than any other city of its size 
in the United States.” the mistress of 
one house told the commissioners. “I 
refer to the houses that are under 
police regulation. The breeding place 
of evil is the Ifttle hotel operated by 
urscrupulous men and women, and 
houses that are open to young women 
in would-be respectable sections of the 
city.”

Bad Impression Here. 

The commissioners were not very 
favorably impressed with the condi- 
tions found in the resortg in Decatur 
greet, and one member intimated thar 
it would be wise to move them into a 
section close to Manhattan avenue. Ic 
the Decatur street houses the inmates 
weref ound to be girls of tender ages, 
some admitting that they entered tle 
life when they were under the age. 
Some said that they came to the city 
from the cvuntry, a number said that 
they were formerly workers in milis 
and factories. 

The meeting of the commission today 
wil] probably result in the first ste;s 
taken for the formation of a report, 
which will be made of conditions in 
Atlanta. It is the aim of the commis- 
sion to learn how great the evil is in 
Atlanta, where the evil is strated, the 
cause of the spread, and what can Le 
done to stop its spread.

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TAFT USES VETO 
TOSAVE CEN, WOOD 


The President Kills the Army 
Appropriation Bill 


Taft’s Veto Caused by Provi- 
sion That Would Legislate 
Leonard Wood Out of Posi- 
tion of Chief of .Staff-Chair- 
man Hay Attacks President. 


Washington, June 17.—The president 
today vetoed the army appropriation 
bill. He returned the bill to congress 
with a message indicating his dis- 
approval of the legislative provision, 
which would oust Major General Leo- 
nard Wood from the office of chief of 
staff on March 4 next. In his mes- 
sage the president said: 

“The army 6f the United States is 
far too vitai an institution to the peo- 
ple of this country to be made the 
victim of hasty or imperfect theories 
of legislation. As was pointed out by 
the chairman of the senate monetary 
committee it ig well known that the 
war college and the general staff have 
been for many months engaged upon 
a comprehensive plan of army reor- 
ganigation. At the pecan’ time, there- 
fore, it is especially inappropriate, in 
my opinion, to force upon the statute 
books legislation enacted without the 
usual deliberation and c#re.”’ 

Taft Gives Six Reasons. 


The president gave six specific rea- 
sons for finding,the bill objection- 
able. They were: 

Its provision limiting the eligibility 
of oficers to be chief of staff. This 
position the president called the most 
important in the army and addg that 
its operation in years past would have 
disqualified the army’s most brilliant 
officers, 

The bill would reduce the number 
of the general staff, crippling “the 
most important corps of the army.” 

In the limitation of the period dur- 
ing which an officer might remain 
upon detached service for staff duty, 
the president said the organized per- 
sonnel of important war department 
bureaus would be disorganized. The 
president also referred to the fact 
that all the officers of the bureau of 
insular affiars except its chief would 
be removed; all officers of the Philip- 
pine constabulary would be relieved 
Jaunary 1 and all but one of the line 
officers now constructing the Panama 
canal would be relieved as well. 

The president condemns the bill’s 
provisions changing the enlistment 
term from three to four years, call- 
ing it contrary to enlightened mili- 
tary policy and declaring that it would 
make impossible the establishment of 
a proper reserve. 

The proposed commission to report 
on the policy of army posts was criti- 
cised by Mr, Taft as obstructing rathe> 
than furthering the solution of a dif- 
ficult problem. 

There would be a deficiency under 
the bill in the pay of the army alone 
of more than $2,000,000. The economy 
claimed for the bill, the president said, 
was arrived at merely by failure to 
appropriate over $3,000,000 which will 
be needed before the end of the com- 
ing year. 

Hay Attacks Taft. 

Chairman Hay, of the house mili- 
tary affairs committee, issued a state- 
ment in which he accused the pres!- 
dent of misstating the facts and re- 
sorting to disingenuous argument, Mr. 
Hay declared the president had vetocd 
the bill to give himself valid reasons 
for vetoing the legislative bill whion 
contains the provision to abolish the 
commerce court. 

While President Taft did not men- 
tion Major General Wood by name, he 
made it plain that one of his* reasons 
for vetoing the bill was its provision 
to legislate that officer from his of- 
fice as chief of staff of the army en 
March 4, 1913. The president pointed 
out that the limitations imposed upon 
the incumbent of that office by ths 
terms of the bill would have disquall- 
fied many of the army's most brilliant 
officer's. The president also objected 
to the provision which would have re- 
moved officers of the Philippine con- 
stabulary, the Panama canal work and 
the bureau of insular affairs. 

So now, the army Dill rests In com- 
mittee and the army’s appropriation 
for the coming year will be unprovided 
for until it is repassed without’ the 
feature to which President Taft ob- 
jected, or until a resulution extending 
the appropriation of the present year 
to the next is put through. 


LAWYERS WILLING 
TO AID HENDRICKS 


Answers to the appeal for attorneys 
to ald in securing the release of Will 
Hendricks from the federal peniten- 
tiary in Atlanta, so that the prisoner 
may relieve the wants of his four chil- 
dren, who are now in the Home for 
the Friendless, and take care of his 
wife, who is filling a servant's posi- 
tion, continue to come in from the law- 
yers of Georgia, who wish to help 
the man who was sent to prison for 
killing a man in order to protect his 
wife. 

In addition to the help tendered by 
willing men of the legal profession, 
Mrs. I, Springer, who has undertaken 
to help the unfortunate family, has 
written a letter to Mrs. T. B. Felder 
and other prominent club women of 
Atlanta, asking that they visit the 
Home for the Friendless and find out 
for themselves the true status of the 
case, and afterwards to report on their 
finding. It is probable that Mrs. Felder 
will answer the letter this morning, 
and that tmmediate action will be 
taken. 

Will Hendricks was convicted in 
Oklahoma for killing the father of his 
wife, while protecting her against his 
advances, and, in spite of the fact that 
the slain man was her own father. Mrs. 
Hendricks is still true to her husband. 
It is said that the jury which convicted 
Hendricks did not thoroughly under- 
stand the case, and that if the matter 
were put in capable hands it would| 
take but little effort to secure a par- 


don, 

Walter Hendrfx, of the firm of May- 
son & Johnson, yesterday tendered his 
services free of charge in the case, as 
did R. . Adamson, county adminis- 
trator at Carroliton, Ga. \Mrs. Springer 
expects to decide definitely upon a 
course within the next few days, and 
when that is done she will reply to all
